Greet  your  holiday  guests  with  a  spectacular 
cake  from  Germany’s  Black  Forest  served  with 
an  air  of  warm  hospitality. 

This  four  layered  chocolate  Black  Forest 
Torte  stands  as  majestically  on  your  holiday 
table  as  the  tightly  packed  rows  of  silver  fir 
trees  in  the  100  mile  Black  Forest  (Schwarz- 
wald)  mountain  range  in  Germany--a  region  of 
resorts,  wood  carvers  and  legendary  towns. 

THE  FIRST  LAYER  of  this  adaptation  of  a 
German  classic  is  spread  with  chocolate- 
almond  frosting,  the  second  with  whipped  cream, 
and  the  same  rousing  combination  all  round  for 
the  other  two  layers.  Delectable  flaked  coconut 
adds  its  touch  to  the  top  of  the  torte.  A  wreath 
of  candied  cherries  and  candied  citron  leaves 
bring  a  festive  touch  to  the  holiday  cake. 

This  cake  is  made  with  a  soft-type  margarine 
containing  liquid  safflower  oil  that  gives  a 
fresh,  buttery  flavor.  The  soft-type  margarine 
may  be  blended  right  from  the  refrigerator  and 
melts  at  once  in  melted  chocolate. 

The  Black  Forest  Torte  freezes  beautifully; 
it’s  a  good  idea  to  make  one  on  an  afternoon 
when  you  have  some  time.  Just  wrap  it  well  in 
saran  food  wrap  and  the  torte  will  keep  in  the 
freezer  until  it’s  time  for  the  holiday  unveiling. 

Chocolate  Cherry  Chews  are  great  with  coffee 
for  the  grownups,  with  milk  for  the  youngsters  or 
as  a  neighborly  present,  gift  wrapped  in  sparkling 
food  wrap.  They  may  also  be  made  ahead  of  time 
and  stored  in  the  freezer  for  unexpected  holiday 
guests. 


Black  Forest  Torte-Star  of  the  Holiday  Season 

1%  cups  unsifted  all-purpose  flour 
1%  cups  sugar 
1V4  teaspoons  soda 


1V4  packages  (4  ounces  each)  sweet  cooking 
chocolate 

34  cup  soft-type  margarine  containing  liquid 
safflower  oil 

Vt  cup  chopped  toasted  almonds 
2  cups  heavy  cream 
1  tablespoon  sugar 
1  teaspoon  vanilla 
Flaked  coconut 

Candied  cherries  and  candied  green  citron 

Melt  sweet  cooking  chocolate  over  hot  water. 
Cool.  Blend  in  soft-type  margarine  and  almonds. 
Whip  cream  with  sugar  and  vanilla  until  stiff;  do 
not  overbeat.  Place  bottom  layer  on  serving 
plate.  Spread  with  half  of  chocolate  mixture. 
Add  second  layer  and  half  of  whipped  cream. 
Repeat  layers,  having  whipped  cream  on  top. 
Do  not  frost  sides.  Sprinkle  coconut  over  top. 
Garnish  with  cherries  and  candied  green  citron 
cut  in  leaf  shapes.  Cover  with  saran  food  wrap 
and  refrigerate  until  ready  to  serve.  Torte  may 
be  frozen.  Freeze  until  topping  is  set,  then  wrap 
in  saran  food  wrap  and  store  in  freezer  for  as 
long  as  2  weeks.  Makes;  1  large  cake  (16 
servings).

%  cup  soft-type  margarine  containing  liquid 
safflower  oil 
1)4  cups  water 
I  teaspoon  vanilla 

4  squares  (1  ounce  each)  unsweetened  chocolate 
melted  and  cooled 

3  eggs 

Preheat  oven  to  350  degrees.  Melt  chocolate 
and  set  aside  to  cool.  Measure  flour,  sugar, 
soda,  salt,  baking  powder,  soft-type  margarine; 
water  and  vanilla  into  large  mixing  bowl.  Add 
cooled  melted  chocolate.  Beat  at  low  speed  to 
blend,  then  beat  2  minutes  at  medium  speed, 
scraping  sides  and  bottom  of  bowl  frequently. 
Add  eggs;  beat  2  minutes  longer.  Brush  sides 
and  bottom  of  four  9-inch  layer  cake  pans  with 
soft-type  margarine  (2  layers  may  be  baked  at  a 
time  while  the  remaining  batter  stands,  if  desir¬ 
ed.)  Pour  V*  of  batter  (little  over  1  cup)  into 
each  pan.  Layer  will  be  thin.  Bake  in  350-degree 
oven  17  to  20  minutes,  until  wooden  pick  insert¬ 
ed  in  center  comes  out  clean.  Cool  slightly  and 
remove  from  pans.
